year. 


Clover produced in separate fields 


will total 646,000 tons compared to 
073,000 produced -in 1920 and a five 
year average of 593,000 tons. 


Timothy alone yielded l.SO tons

to the Soviets 


Plan Under Way to Free 


Prisoners in Peniten- 


tiaries Here 


WASHINGTON—Commutation of 


the sentences of four .federal prison, 
ers convicted of offenses against the 
war laws was understood today to be 
under consideration by government 
officials. 


The prisoners were said to be Ja- 


cob Abrams, Samuel -Lipmann, Hy- 
raan Lackowsky and Mollie Stiemer. 
They were convicted, it was said, for 
activities against tho draft act dur- 
ing the war. 
The 3 men are im- 


prisoned at Atlanta and the woman 
at Jefferson City, Mo. 


Should such action be decided up- 


on, it was explained, the prisoners 
not be pardoned but their sentences 
would merely expire upon condition 
o£ their going to Russia and not re- 
turning to this country. 


The question of whether the pris- 


oners could be dejwrtcd to Soviet 
Russia would depend, it was said, 
upon permission from 
the 
Soviet 


government, but this matter, it was 
indicated, was being taken into con- 
sideration. 
While any administra- 


tion action in connection with the 
Hire* men and woman, it was declar- 
ed would not indicate any general 
policy in connection with war law 
offenders however, it was intimated 
that a number .of the approximately 
200 prisoners now serving for these 
offenses are foreign born and their 
deportation might solve the .prob- 
lem of theifti ultimate treatment by 
the government.

"Senator Lenroot has spent the best part of his life in 


Northern Wisconsin and therefore ought to be familiar with all 
Its resources and especially its virgin forest. But is he? In 
his recent Milwaukee speech he devoted considerable space, to 
the virgin forest of Wisconsin and advised the people to assist 
the Price county promoters in preserving it for a park. We are 
afraid that Senator Lenroot is being imposed upon. There is no 
virgin forest left in Wisconsin. All this talk in the Milwaukee 
newspapers about the 'virgin forest' in Wisconsin and what a 
grand State Park it will make is the talk of the promoter who 
has procured an option on a large body of cut over lands in 
Trice and Taylor counties. Most of the lands after the virgin 
pine was cut was sold to speculators for two dollars an acre. 
When the plan of the Stale Park was conceived an option was 
taken from said owners for nine dollars an acre and the promot- 
ers tried last winter to have the state take it off their hands 
for thirty dollars an acre. They succeeded but thanks to a wise 
governor's veto, the taxpayers were relieved. The promoters 
are now in Milwaukee posing as philanthropists and we have no 
doubt they will succeed for if there is anything the people like 
it is to be fooled."

« American Farm Bureau Federation, has addressed the 


following letter to each member of the Finance Committee of 
Ihe U. S. Senate: 


"Neither the tax bill passed by the House, nor the Smool 


substitute gives the mr.ss of the people a square deal; both are 
drawn to relieve the most prosperous and shift the burden on to 
the less prosperous. The House bill relieves the corporations 
with high earnings of the bulk of their taxes and increases the 
tax on the little fellow. 
Under the bill the man who now has 


Iwo-thirds of his money in tax free securities is going to have 
his taxes cut in two on the other third. The individual who 
would still have considerable taxes to pay, owing to the fact that 
he had not invested in tax free securities, is going to be taken 
care of. All he will have to do will be to incorporate and then 
his maximum taxes will be 12 yi per cent. 


"The law will not produce enough money to run the govern- 


ment. Instead of reducing the national debt, it will be increas- 
ed, and the grand-children of the present generation will be pay- 
ing interest on the debt to the people of wealth who are now 
being relieved of their taxes on that part cf their money which 
(hey do not have already invested in tax free securities. More 
revenue will have to be provided and the easy way to get it will 
be to enact more consumption taxes and thus the burden will 
have been shifted from the incomes of these who are able to 
pay to the necessities of those who are not able (o pay, and the 
poor will be paying taxes to the rich who are dodging taxes by 
means of tax free securities and unjust legislation. 


"What a commentary on justice and fres government! 


What, will be the effect on the minds of the people generally? 


"The mass cf the people are a unit against the repeal of the 


Excess Profits Tax and to the reduction of the surtaxes until 
iax free securities are abolished.
